Subject: ARRL Board Approves MOU With NFCC 


The ARRL Board of Directors met at Windsor Locks, CT, on 
Saturday, October 26, 1996. One of the agenda items was 
approval of the Memorandum of Understanding that the ARRL 
Ad-Hoc Repeater Committee had negotiated with the National 
Frequency Coordinators Council, Inc. (NFCC) Board at the ARRL 
National Convention in Peoria, Ill, on September 13, 1996. 


The ARRL Board accepted the Memorandum with minor 
changes in wording and voted to have President Rod 


Stafford, KB6ZV, sign the Memorandum upon acceptance 
of the changes by the NFCC Board. 


The two changes to the MOU requested by the ARRL Board 

were to allow consultations more frequently than annually and 
to establish the fact that the NFCO was an ARRL administrative 
office acting on behalf of the NFCC. 


ARRL First Vice President Steve Mendelsohn, WA2DHF, 

presented the changes to Dick Isely, WD9GIG, Chairman, NFCC 
Board of Directors, by phone. Mr. Isely contacted the remaining 
NFCC Board members and reported acceptance of the changes. 


The ARRL Board then voted to accept the document, as amended, 
and authorize signing by the President. 


This vote represents the successful conclusion of the first phase of 
what ARRL President Stafford characterized as "the beginning of a 
mutually beneficial relationship among the ARRL, the NFCC and 

all amateurs interested in improving the process of repeater 
coordination." 


Following the signing, ARRL and NFCC will begin discussions on 
how best to implement the MOU.
